(i) Puwad seeds shall be packed in gunny bags/jute bags, polywoven bags, 
poly pouches” doth bags; High Density Poly Ethylene (HDPEJ Iamma ed paper 
baas new or un-mended B-Twill bags or any other safe packing material with 
suitable inner lining of Food Grade quality as approved by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser to the Government of India. 

(ii) The packing material shall be clean, sound, free from insect ^nd/or fungal 
infestation and should not impart any toxic substance or undesirable odour or 

flavour to the product. 

(iii) Puwad Seeds shall be packed in pack sizes as per the instructions issued 
by Agricultural Marketing Adviser from time to time. 

(iv) Graded material of small pack sizes of the same .lot/batch and grade may 
be' packed in a master container with complete details thereon along with grade 

designation mark. 

(v) Each package shall contain Puwad seeds of the same type and of the same 
grade designation. 

(vi) Each package shall be property and securely closed and sealed. The mouth 
of the bag should be stitched as to disallow sweating/spilling.

Explanation: 

Extraneous matter: 

(a) Organic matter consists of leaves, twigs, stems, organic matters other than the 
puwad seeds. 

(b) Inorganic matter consists of metallic pieces, sand, gravel, dirt 
pebbles, stones, lumps of earth, clay and mud, animal filth. 

(c) Insect infected seeds means seeds which are wholly or partially 
bored or eaten by weevils. 

(d) Whole seeds mean mature, sound and clean seeds. 

(e) Damaged seeds means kernels or pieces of kernels that are 
sprouted or internally damaged as a result of heat, microbe and 
moisture.
